Prosecutor defends 
football investigation

sayreville — As concerns about the role race 
might have played in the criminal charges brought 
against seven Sayreville High School football players 
surfaced in a NBCNews.com report, the Middlesex 
County prosecutor defended his investigation, and an 
attorney for one of the defendants vouched for the 
prosecutor’s ethics. 

“Race was not a factor in the commencement of the 
investigation,” Middlesex County Prosecutor Andrew 
C. Carey said in a statement regarding the players, all 
15 to 17, who were charged in connection with the haz- 
ing and sexual assaults of four teammates inside the 
high school’s locker room. “Likewise, it was not a fac- 
tor in the decision to bring charges against the seven 
juveniles.” 

Richard Klein, an attorney from East Brunswick 
representing one of the defendants, told MyCentral- 
Jersey.com that he understood the seven players 
charged are black. State law prohibits law enforce- 
ment from identifying juvenile defendants. 

“Everyone that was charged was of the same race,” 
Klein said. “I’m not commenting whether race had 
anything to do with it.” 

Pamela Brause, an attorney from Metuchen repre- 
senting another defendant, told MyCentralJersey. 
com that she does not believe the Prosecutor’s Office 
would charge anyone based on race.

A former Piscataway 
teacher is facing prison 
time after being charged 
with collecting a quarter- 
million dollars in New 
Jersey disability pay- 
ments while working as a 
teacher in Virginia. 

John A. Brishcar, 58, 
was indicted Wednesday 
on a second-degree theft 
by deception charge. 

Brischcar applied for 
disability retirement 
from his middle school 
teaching job in 2003 and 
was approved in 2004 af- 
ter providing medical 


records that said he suf- 
fered from “prolonged 
stress and chronic back 
pain.” 

He received monthly 
disability payments to- 
taling $245,000. 

But the state Division 
of Pensions and Benefits 
recently learned that 
Brishcar had been work- 
ing full time as a teacher 
in Virginia when he was 
supposedly disabled. 

Acting Attorney Gen- 
eral John J. Hoffman’s 
office said Thursday that 
Brishcar began substi- 
tute teaching in West Vir- 
ginia prior to his applica- 
tion for disability bene- 


fits in New Jersey. In 
2005, he accepted a full- 
time teaching job in Vir- 
ginia, Hoffman said. 

“We charge that this 
teacher fraudulently and 
selfishly collected hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
dollars in disability pen- 
sion payments on top of a 
full-time salary,” Hoff- 
man said in a prepared 
statement. “For anyone 
— let alone a teacher — to 
engage in this alleged 
conduct, which drained 
away assets needed to 
pay legitimate pensions, 
is completely unconscio- 
nable.” 

Brishcar faces five to 
10 years in prison and a 
fine of up to $150,000 if 
convicted. 

Brishcar’s attorney 
could not immediately be 
reached for comment

Prosecutor: Home invasions 
appear to target Asian Indians 


Late-night armed burglaries 
reported in Old Bridge, S. Plainfield

The families of Asian 
Indian descent appear to 
be the targets of home in- 
vasions in which gunmen 
broke into their homes, 
restrained family mem- 
bers and stole undis- 
closed amounts of cash, 
electronics and jewelry, 
Middlesex County Prose- 
cutor Andrew C. Carey 
said. 

The Middlesex Coun- 
ty Prosecutor’s Office, 
the New Jersey State Po- 
lice and the FBI have 
joined the Old Bridge and 
South Plainfield police 
departments in tracking 
suspects in the armed 
burglaries. But they are 
not disclosing whether 
the same suspects partic- 
ipated in each of the late- 
night home invasions. 

In each of the burglar- 
ies, two or more masked 
men, armed with hand- 


guns, entered the homes 
through rear entrances, 
restrained occupants 
and ransacked the homes 
in search of valuables. 

No arrests have been 
made, but the investiga- 
tion is continuing. 

Carey advised resi- 
dents to be vigilant, 
watch neighbors’ homes 
and call police regarding 
any suspicious activity. 
He also advised resi- 
dents to make certain 
their homes are secure. 

The most recent home 
invasion occurred on 
Oct. 28 in South Plain- 
field. A family of five 
was accosted during that 
incident. The gunmen 
took jewelry before flee- 
ing. 

Prior incidents oc- 
curred at homes in Old 
Bridge on Oct. 20 and 26. 
Asian Indian families 
also were accosted and 
restrained in those inci- 
dents, as gunmen ran- 


sacked the homes and 
took valuables, including 
cash and electronics. 

“The South Plainfield 
Police Department is 
working around the 
clock to solve this crime, 
and make sure the resi- 
dents of South Plainfield 
are safe,” Mayor Mat- 
thew Anesh said in a re- 
leased statement. “The 
South Plainfield police 
have increased patrols 
and we have our K9 units 
out. 

“If there is a strange 
or suspicious car in the 
area, residents should 
not hesitate in calling the 
police,” the mayor con- 
tinued. “Whether you .

Old Bridge or Edison, 
residents, call your po- 
lice department if you 
hear or see something 
that seems out of place.

Late-night armed burglaries

The families of Asian

Though Cairo’s not as pollut- 
ed as Delhi in India or Karachi 
in Pakistan, it still has a PM2.5 
level — a measure of the con- 
centration of fine particles in 
the air — that is more than sev- 
en times higher than WHO 
guidelines. High levels of PM2.5 
have been linked to heart dis- 
ease and cancer. 

“It’s definitely serious,” said 
Ahmed El-Dorghamy, an ener- 
gy and environment expert at 
Cairo’s Center for Environment 
and Development for the Arab 
Region and Europe. 

Residents describe the phe-

Cairo in October and Novem- 
ber for more than a decade as a 
black cloud, but El-Dorghamy 
said it’s really a “brownish 
cloud.” 

It’s a “mix of volatile organic 
compounds — carcinogenic 
substances — sulfur oxides, ni- 
trogen oxides and also invisible 
gases like carbon monoxide and 
other gases,” El-Dorghamy said. 

Black or brown, the cloud is 
the result of a fusion of factors, 
including seasonal burning of 
rice straw by farmers, fumes 
emitted from Cairo’s notorious- 
ly heavy traffic and industrial 
pollutants. 

“It’s like having smokers in a 
closed room and then you start 


lowering the ceiling,” El-Dorgh- 
amy said. 

The cloud doesn’t loom over 
Cairo alone.

Bryon Dickson and seri- 
ously wounding Trooper 
Alex Douglass. 

Police said they linked 
him to the ambush after a 
man walking his dog dis- 
covered his partly sub- 
merged SUV three days 
later in a swamp a few 
miles from the shooting 
scene. Inside, investiga- 
tors found shell casings 
matching those found at 
the barracks as well as 
Frein’s driver’s license, 
camouflage face paint, 
two empty rifle cases and 
military gear. 

Saying Frein was 
armed and extremely 
dangerous, officials had 
closed schools and urged 
residents to be alert and 
cautious. Using dogs, 
thermal imaging technol- 
ogy and other tools, law 
enforcement officials 
combed miles of forest as 
they hunted for Frein, 


whom they called an expe- 
rienced survivalist at 
home in the woods. 

They pursued count- 
less tips and closed in on 
an area around Frein’s 
parents’ home in Cana- 
densis after he used his 
cellphone to try to contact 
them and the signal was 
traced to a location about 
three miles away. At 
times police ordered near- 
by residents to stay inside 
or prevented them from 
returning home. 

Trackers found items 
they believe Frein hid or 
abandoned in the woods — 
including soiled diapers, 
empty packs of Serbian 
cigarettes, an AK-47-style 
assault rifle and ammuni- 
tion, and two pipe bombs 
that were capable of caus- 
ing significant damage. 

They also discovered a 
journal, allegedly kept by 
Frein, that offered a chill- 
ing account of the ambush 
and his subsequent es- 
cape into the woods.

Moms-to-be already

Bacteria, especially 


listeria, can be harmful to 
a growing fetus, leading 
in severe cases to miscar- 
riages or early delivery, 
says Dr. Rebecca Cipria- 
no, an ob-gyn with offices 
in Freehold and Colts 
Neck. 

“Food that we say to 
avoid are foods that are 
left out for more than two 
hours, usually we’re talk- 
ing about cold cuts, deli 
meats, ready-to-eat 
meals,” said Cipriano, a 
member of the CentraS- 
tate medical staff. “You 
must be very careful with 
how you’re handling 
fresh chicken or turkey.” 

Nothing raw or under- 
cooked, and all fruits veg- 
etables should be washed 
thoroughly. Anything 
with raw milk or eggs as 
an ingredient, like cer- 
tain cheeses, or salad 
dressings, should be by- 
passed. 

The U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration 
adopted minimum guide- 
lines for fish consump-

“I can’t comment at all 
on the specifics of the evi- 
dence because we are not 
allowed to by rule of the 
court, so I can’t say any- 
thing relative to our 
case,” Brause said. “But I 
will tell you, I have been 
practicing law in this 
county for a long time, 
and I can’t vouch for ev- 
erybody at every mo- 
ment, but it is not my ex- 
perience that this Prose- 
cutor’s Office would tar- 
get people based on race 
or do anything in their 
prosecution that would be 
unethical. It’s not any- 
thing that I have come 
across.” 

Assemblyman John 
Wisniewski, D-Middle- 
sex, who was born and 
raised in the borough, told 
MyCentralJersey.com 
that he did not believe 
race played a role in the 
charges being filed. 

“I believe that poor 
judgment, lack of super- 


vision and things of that 
nature played a role,” he 
said. “I don’t have any 
facts that would suggest 
that this is racially moti- 
vated.” 

For its story exploring 
racism amid the bor- 
ough’s changing demo- 
graphics, NBCNews.com 
interviewed more than a 
dozen former and current 
Sayreville residents, 
some of whom reported 
“seeing nooses drawn on 
bathroom walls, Confed- 
erate flags draped inside 
vehicles and the n-word 
scrawled on the lockers, 
cars, and notebooks of 
black students” over the 
last three decades. Ac- 
cording to U.S. Census da- 
ta, Sayreville’s black pop- 
ulation increased from 
3.02 percent in 1990 to 10.7 
percent in 2010. 

Schools Superinten- 
dent Richard Labbe shut 
down the high school foot- 
ball program on Oct. 5, 
five days before Carey 
filed charges against sev- 
en players. 

Carey has until Nov. 10 
to decide whether to try 
any of the juvenile defen- 


dants as adults. His office 
and the school district 
continue to investigate 
the Sayreville football 
program. 

Isaiah Roberts, who 
graduated from Sayre- 
ville this year and played 
for the Bombers last sea- 
son, told NBCNews.com, 
“I can 100 percent say 
that none of this would 
have happened if white 
kids were involved. They 
stick together, the white 
kids, and the white teach- 
ers. We’re outnumbered.” 

Earlier this year, Rob- 
erts, who is black, filed a 
lawsuit against the Sayre- 
ville Board of Education 
for “purposely failing to 
take preventative or re- 
medial action” against a 
teacher “for racist state- 
ments made towards” 
him during the 2012-13 ac- 
ademic year, according to 
court filings. 

Michael Clark, a 1994 
Sayreville graduate and 
former star football play- 
er, told NBCNews.com 
that Labbe, who was his 
freshman coach at the 
high school, looked the 
other way while he was 


bullied because he was 
black. 

“I’d be wearing the 
same shoulder pads as ev- 
eryone else on Sunday, 
and then on Monday, I’d 
be chased home, getting 
called ‘gorilla’ this and n- 
word that and all kinds of 
names,” Clark told 
NBCNews.com. 

Former Sayreville 
head coach Sal Mistretta, 
former Sayreville fresh- 
man coach Stan Domin 
and former Sayreville 
star Bilal King — all of 
whom were part of the 
Bombers’ program when 
Clark played — told My- 
CentralJersey.com that 
they believe Labbe would 
not have allowed anyone 
to be bullied, regardless 
of color. 

“I was in Sayreville at 
a time when there was 
racism,” King, who is 


black and now goes by the 
surname Mohammed, 
told MyCentralJersey- 
.com. “He (Labbe) wel- 
comed me there. I really 
didn’t have any issues 
with him. He was really 
down to earth and always 
treated me with respect. 
He was one of the best 
coaches on the staff, in 
my opinion. He’s a very 
honest guy and a very sin- 
cere person.” 

Labbe and Board of 
Education President Kev- 
in Ciak have deferred all 
media inquiries to a crisis 
management firm that 
the district has retained 
through its insurance 
provider. Kendell Moore, 
a representative from the 
firm, could not be 
reached for comment. 

Regarding the seven 
charged football players 
and the locker room as- 


saults, Wisniewski said 
the misconduct of a few 
residents should not de- 
fine the borough. 

“Sayreville is like ev- 
ery other community,” he 
said. “A community 
largely full of people who 
treat each other with re- 
spect, who go to church or 
worship every week, who 
support their families. 
But every community, no 
matter how well put to- 
gether, is always going to 
have one or two people 
who do things for the 
wrong reason or with not 
the right intent. Having 
people who do bad things 
doesn’t define the com- 
munity.

town area. He will be sin- 
cerely missed by all who 
knew him, though his leg- 
acy will endure through 
his many contributions.”

Vote ‘yes’ 
for justice 

The bail system in New Jersey is broken at both 
ends. 

At one end, too many people languish behind bars 
for months at a time because they can’t afford to pay 
even nominal bail. 

At the other end of the spectrum, the state consti- 
tution prohibits the denial of bail even to the most 
dangerous defendants. We strongly support approval 
of Public Question 1, which would go a long way to- 
ward addressing both issues. 

Approval of the question would empower courts to 
deny bail to patently dangerous individuals, repeat 
offenders or probable flight risks who might not ap- 
pear for trial. 

In addition, it would trigger implementation of a 
bill Gov. Chris Christie signed into law in August, 
establishing an alternative pretrial release system so 
that poor defendants aren’t stuck in jail because they 
can’t afford bail. The bill was a bipartisan effort that 
served the cause of justice. 

Currently, the New Jersey Constitution states that 
all people charged with a crime in New Jersey, except 
for those charged with capital offenses, are entitled 
to be released on bail, regardless of their past record 
or the threat they pose to society. 

New Jersey no longer has the death penalty, which 
means that every defendant is entitled to bail. Most of 
the time, this works satisfactorily. But in the face of 
criminal defendants who seem likely to be a threat to 
another person or to society in general, or who are 
likely to flee the jurisdiction to avoid trial, the amend- 
ment would allow a court to deny bail. 

Some might say that putting this much power in 
the hands of a single judge is an invitation to abuse. 

But the legislation protects the rights of those denied 
bail by requiring prosecutors to prove the case for 
pretrial detention through evidence and not on the 
slender reeds of a hunch or a guess. The law would 
also insist that the term “speedy trial” has real mean- 
ing. 

With those legislative safeguards in place, there is 
little chance that defendants would be jailed without 
trial for long periods of time, as they are now. 

A 2013 study by Luminosity and Drug Policy Alli- 
ance found that 75 percent of the nearly 15,000 people 
held in New Jersey jails — half of whom were there 
for nonviolent charges — were awaiting trial rather 
than serving a sentence. And the average length of 
pretrial incarceration was 10 months. That’s unac- 
ceptable. 

The law also would establish no-cash options for 
low-risk individuals. It would establish a pretrial ser- 
vices unit that would assess the kind of supervision 
necessary and appropriate for those awaiting their 
day in court. 

Public Question 1, if passed, will keep our commu- 
nities safer, provide safeguards for defendants and 
prevent poverty alone from keeping people behind 
bars. Vote “yes.”

Gov. Christie’s bullying act is wearing thin 
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offenders or probable flight risks who might not ap- 
pear for trial. 

In addition, it would trigger implementation of a 
bill Gov. Chris Christie signed into law in August, 
establishing an alternative pretrial release system so 
that poor defendants aren’t stuck in jail because they 
can’t afford bail. The bill was a bipartisan effort that 
served the cause of justice. 

Currently, the New Jersey Constitution states that 
all people charged with a crime in New Jersey, except 
for those charged with capital offenses, are entitled 
to be released on bail, regardless of their past record 
or the threat they pose to society. 

New Jersey no longer has the death penalty, which 
means that every defendant is entitled to bail. Most of 
the time, this works satisfactorily. But in the face of 
criminal defendants who seem likely to be a threat to 
another person or to society in general, or who are 
likely to flee the jurisdiction to avoid trial, the amend- 
ment would allow a court to deny bail. 

Some might say that putting this much power in 
the hands of a single judge is an invitation to abuse. 
But the legislation protects the rights of those denied 
bail by requiring prosecutors to prove the case for 
pretrial detention through evidence and not on the 
slender reeds of a hunch or a guess. The law would 
also insist that the term “speedy trial” has real mean- 
ing. 

With those legislative safeguards in place, there is 
little chance that defendants would be jailed without 
trial for long periods of time, as they are now. 

A 2013 study by Luminosity and Drug Policy Alli- 
ance found that 75 percent of the nearly 15,000 people 
held in New Jersey jails — half of whom were there 
for nonviolent charges — were awaiting trial rather 
than serving a sentence. And the average length of 
pretrial incarceration was 10 months. That’s unac- 
ceptable. 

The law also would establish no-cash options for 
low-risk individuals. It would establish a pretrial ser- 
vices unit that would assess the kind of supervision 
necessary and appropriate for those awaiting their 
day in court. 

Public Question 1, if passed, will keep our commu- 
nities safer, provide safeguards for defendants and 
prevent poverty alone from keeping people behind 
bars. Vote “yes.”

Gov. Christie’s bullying act is wearing thin

TRENTON —Politics and science 
seldom go together well. Witness what 
happened when the Ebola virus took 
center stage about a week before the 
midterm elections when Republicans 
needed an issue. The Obama admini- 
stration blew it, and so did Gov. Chris 
Christie. 

Washington led us to believe it was 
unlikely we would have Ebola in our country, then 
when we did we were told health workers will be fine 
as long as they follow protocols. When two Dallas 
nurses became ill, supposedly following the rules, the 
country grew fearful, doubtful and impatient. Political 
pressure forced Obama to create a new bureaucrat, 
the so-called Ebola czar. 

He is political operative Ron Klain, who was chief 
of staff to Vice Presidents Joe Biden and A1 Gore. He 
has no medical experience but is supposed to be good 
at organization. Perhaps he is, we have nothing to go 
on. We haven’t heard from him since. 

Meanwhile, nurse Kaci Hickox, who worked with 
Ebola patients in Sierra Leone on behalf of Doctors 
Without Borders, came home through Newark Airport 
where, according to her account in The Dallas Morn- 
ing News, she was treated more like a leper than a 
hero trying to make a difference in this world — 
someone who didn’t talk about stopping Ebola, but did 
something about it. 


Enter Christie and his New York counterpart, Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo, who announced they would have their 
own protocols since the feds were doing such a bad 
job. That meant nurse Hickox would be carted off to a 
tent for 21 days because she had been around Ebola 
victims although there was no evidence she was ill. 

She had no shower or flushable toilet and was forced 
to wear paper scrubs. When that hit the fan nation- 
wide, Christie defended his action by saying if she had 
been a New Jersey resident she could have waited it 
out at home. 

Consider that for a minute. The only U.S. Ebola 
case we now know about is a physician quarantined in 
a New York hospital. If some of the medical staff look- 
ing after him are New Jersey residents, does that 
mean they have to be quarantined at home for 21 days 
because they were exposed to an Ebola patient? How 
long before there aren’t enough medical staff to run 
that hospital? 

As media turned up the heat, Christie became more 
defensive. When the nurse threatened to sue, she was 
released to go home to Maine. But Christie insisted 
there had been no change in policy. Instead of being 
diplomatic and saying something like “Maybe we 
didn’t make it as clear as we should have, but this is no 
change,” he took the low road and blamed anyone who 
would dare question him. It wasn’t pretty. 

A major problem is the policy seemed to be what 
Christie said it is at any given moment. Another is 
there didn’t seem to be medical input. In fact, medical 
experts across the nation criticized it, saying it could 


reduce the number of volunteers who go abroad to 
stop the virus before it comes here. Doctors Without 
Borders has sent 700 volunteers to West Africa, three 
became infected. 

After the nurse got to Maine and mentioned she 
might still sue, Christie dismissed it by saying he had 
been sued before. He has, with bad results. This week 
a state Superior Court judge ruled the governor's 
office violated the Open Public Records Act because it 
failed to give a reporter with The Record a document 
related to the George Washington Bridge lane closure 
scandal. When he ran for office in Morris County, 
Christie was sued for slander. A part of the settlement 
required Christie to apologize in a letter published as 
a newspaper ad, a rare occurrence in politics. 

The refusal to admit a mistake and confrontational 
personality reinforce what his critics say about the 
governor — that he is a thin-skinned bully who doesn’t 
care about the little guy, only his political ambitions. 
That bluntness so many found charming about the 
governor when he first went national is wearing thin 
and becoming counterproductive, although the far 
right of the GOP may find it adorable. 

America wants a firm, decisive, respectful leader 
who can rise above the fray and keep his cool when 
others lose theirs. His, and the Obama administra- 
tion’s unimpressive actions of late, won’t be viewed 
kindly when this Ebola fear blows over.

The Hun School 

The Hun School of Princeton’s faculty 
are discovering the role of 3D printing in 
21st century education. The School is 
home to two 3D printers in the Science 
and Visual Arts Departments, yet the use 
of this tool is being employed throughout 
campus. Because of the customization, 
precision, and ability for unrestrained 
creativity, 3D printing has been used for 
mathematical discovery, scientific re- 
search, problem solving, and visual art- 
istry- . .. 

“We are just beginning to explore the 
ways in which 3D printing can be used hi 
an academic setting,” said Science Chair 
Bernard HP Lockhart-Gilroy. “Because 
of the customization to print any 3D ob- 
ject that one can conceive, the uses of 
these tools are extremely broad.” 

One way in which Lockhart-Gilroy 
has brought 3D printing into his physics 
classes is to model three-dimensional 
geometric shapes. “It is difficult to con- 
ceive three-dimensional representa- 


tions of mathematic functions, particu- 
larly when your only way to display them 
is in a two-dimensional way. Now, we can 
give the printer an algorithm or formula 
and we can make it,” Lockhart-Gilroy 
said. 

Last year, the human anatomy and 
physiology class used 3D prints of bones 
in a class-made version of the popular 
game Operation. They were able to scale 
the bones to the size they needed, using 
computer-generated artwork. 

For students like Omar Abbasi, Class 
of 2014 and Suhina Srivastav, Class of 
2015, 3D printing allowed them to test a 
theory that the shape of batteries affect 
a battery’s lifespan. They used the print- 
er to create prints of various shapes and 
dimensions. They then plated the 3D 
printed shapes with silver, and effective- 
ly made their own batteries. 

In the Visual Arts Department, Allan 
Arp teaches CAD - computer-aided de- 
sign course. Through the use of CAD 
software, students create, modify, and 
customize design elements for three-di- 
mensional models. Using creativity and 
visual language skills, students make 
representations of architectural render- 
ings, sculptures, personal objects, and 
objects found in the physical world. 

The Hun School of Princeton is a co- 
educational, private day and boarding 
school in Princeton. 

The Hun School is comprised of 635 
students in its Middle School, Upper 
School, and Postgraduate Program.

Giants line goes to video 
for ways to protect Eli

EAST RUTHERFORD — The best way 
for the Giants’ offensive line to protect 
Eli Manning against the Indianapolis 
Colts might be to mimic the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 

The Steelers did a number on the 
Colts’ defense this past weekend as 
Ben Roethlisberger threw for 522 
yards and six touchdowns and Pitts- 
burgh gained 639 yards in total offense 
in a 51-34 win over Indianapolis. 

Coming off a bye, the Giants’ line 
has watched the video of the Steelers’ 
performance against what had been 
one of the NFL’s top defenses. 

Pittsburgh was patient and didn’t 
make many mistakes. Roethlisberger 
bought himself time and made plays 
along with his receivers and backs. 

The offensive line saw something 
else as the Giants (3-4) prepared for 
Monday night’s game against the Colts 
(5-3) at MetLife Stadium. The Steelers 
played hard, almost as if its season was 
hanging in the balance. 

“They went out and fought,” Giants 
tackle Justin Pugh said. “They fought 
hard. You look at the film and Pitts- 
burgh was finishing. They were doing 
a lot of good things.” 

The most impressive statistic was 
that the Steelers ran 81 plays and did 
not allow a sack. The Colts recorded 20 
sacks in the five-game winning streak 
that was ended last weekend. 

Fellow tackle Will Beatty was cau- 
tious when asked about the Steelers’ 
easy win, pointing out that the Colts 
were No. 3 defense heading into last 
week. 

“We don’t think it’s one game and 
now they are shutting it down,” Beatty 
said of the Colts. “They are going to 
come to play, and we have to come 
show up.”

Wozniacki confident she can finish race

NEW YORK — Caroline Wozniacki 
started having nightmares of being 
rolled off the New York City Marathon 
course in a wheelchair. 

As first-time marathoners are sup- 
posed to, she had planned one long 
training run of close to the 26.2-mile 
distance. The only problem: The tennis 
star started winning too much in her 
day job. 

That meant less time off and more 
fatigue. So going into Sunday’s race, 
Wozniacki has never covered more 
than about 13 miles. 

“I know that normally you should be 
doing more, but I’ve been playing so 
many long matches, and I think most 
people don’t work out or play tennis for 
three, four or five hours a day,” she 
said Wednesday. 

“When I did half and I felt great, I 
thought, ‘You know what? This is OK. I 
can finish this,”’ she added. 

Plenty of retired athletes have run 
marathons. The 24-year-old Dane 
knows of nobody who tried it in the 
prime of his or her career — and just a 
week after a grueling season ended. 


On Saturday, Wozniacki lost in a 
third-set tiebreaker to top-ranked Sere- 
na Williams in Singapore in the semis of 
the WTA Finals. She then flew home to 
Copenhagen for a day before arriving in 
New York late Tuesday night. 

“I think you need to be a little crazy, 
but in a good way, I hope,” she said. 

Wozniacki realized before Wimble- 
don in mid-June that this year’s tourna- 
ment schedule would allow her to do the 
NYC Marathon, a longtime goal. Always 
considered one of tennis’ fittest players, 
she figured she could squeeze in enough 
extra running to add to what she already 
did in her tennis training. 

The decision came less than a month 
after golfer Rory Mcllroy broke off 
their engagement, timing Wozniacki has 
insisted was coincidental. The marathon 
plan could have distracted or wore her 
down. Instead, it seemed to improve her 
tennis. 

Wozniacki started the season 15-9. 
Since her decision, she’s 34-10, her rank- 
ing rising from 16th to eighth. She 
reached her first Grand Slam final in 
five years before losing to her good 
friend Williams at the U.S. Open on Sept. 

Still, other players don’t seem to be 


clamoring to add marathon prepara- 
tions to their tennis training. 

Wozniacki’s long stay at the Open left 
her just a week before back-to-back 
tournaments in Asia, and she advanced 
far in both. She started to panic that she 
wasn’t fitting in enough running. 

But after dropping her first match in 
Beijing, Wozniacki had three weeks off 
before the WTA Finals, opening up time 
to train. She was encouraged that her 
runs felt good — even if she never man- 
aged that long one. 

“I thought I will save my energy and 
just get through with the crowd on Sun- 
day,” she said. 

Her experience winning long match- 
es leaves the former No. 1 player confi- 
dent “I can push through anything.” 

“I think it’s going to be mental more 
than physical,” Wozniacki said. 

She’ll be accompanied by two pace- 
setters from Team for Kids, the charity 
she’s supporting. The competitor in her 
has a time in mind, though she won’t di- 
vulge it.

PISCATAWAY - It’s the sight nobody 
associated with Rutgers men’s basket- 
ball wants to see: Kadeem Jack in a 
cast. 

The standout senior sprained his 
right thumb when he fell at a recent 
practice. His prognosis is week to 
week, with the hope that he’ll be ready 
to go for the opener against George 
Washington Nov. 16. 

“We’re being very cautious with it,” 
Rutgers coach Eddie Jordan said. 
“He’s mature. He understand the heal- 
ing process and that he has to be dis- 
ciplined.” 

It goes without saying that Jack is 
indispensable. The 6-foot-9 power for- 
ward averaged 14.3 points and 6.8 re- 
bounds per game while shooting 50 
percent from the field last winter. He’s 
an NBA prospect and Rutgers’ most 
skilled big man in at least a decade. 

“We’re hoping he’s back for the first 
game,” senior guard Myles Mack said. 
“We’re praying that he can get back 
with a speedy recovery.” 


Jack, who is right-handed, took part 
in parts of Rutgers’ practice Thursday 
despite the cast. His signature late-night 
workouts at the RAC have continued. 

“Even though he’s got the cast on, 
we’re still in here every night,” Mack 
said. “I’ve seen him work on his left 
(hand). He’s still getting after it.” 

At this point, it’s just a question of 
how quickly Jack’s body heals. Until his 
return— he almost certainly will miss 
the Nov. 8 exhibition against Baruch— 
freshman D. J. Foreman is the most like- 
ly candidate to fill his spot. Without 
Jack, Rutgers only has nine scholarship 
players eligible for games.

1 reps, but Gary was able 
to do a little bit more today 
so that was a step in the 
right direction,” Flood 
said after the weekly 
Thursday walk-through, 
which is closed to the 
media. “I think we’re 
probably looking at a 
game-time decision.” 

So what goes into a 
game-decision? 

“What it will really 
come down to is ... the 
medical people will have 
to tell me he’s clear for the

presentation. 

School administra- 
tors and coaches from 
across the league joined 
nearly 500 athletes from 
various sports teams for 
the summit after seven 
Sayreville football play- 
ers were criminally 
charged earlier this 
month in connection 
with the hazing and sexu- 
al assault of four team- 
mates. 

“This is a great thing 
to do because it brings all 
the families of the GMC 
together,” North Bruns- 
wick Principal Pete 
Clark said. “We are going 
to talk a little bit about 
this topic - which we’ve 
all been doing recently - 
but also we say to Sayre- 
ville, ‘We’re behind you. 
We support you.’ ” 

Amid the kaleido- 
scope of colorful team 
apparel, about a half doz- 
en Sayreville student- 
athletes in blue and grey 
varsity jackets sat along- 
side athletics director 
John Kohutanycz in the 
center of the auditorium, 
although the Bombers 
got a reprieve from be- 
ing the center of atten- 
tion. 

Those players from 
around the league who 
literally surrounded the 
Bombers - unwittingly 
| encircling them in a fig- 
urative display of pro- 
tection - showed the very 
empathy for the entire 
Sayreville community 
that Rubin implored oth- 
ers to have for those who 
have been bullied. 

The national spotlight

AIR MUSEUM BUYS

YPSILANTI TOWNSHIP, Mich. — Rosie 
the Riveter’s old plant in Michigan has 
officially avoided the wrecking ball. 

Yankee Air Museum board Chair- 
man Ray Hunter signed papers Thurs- 
day making the aviation museum the 
owner of a 144,000-square-foot slice of 
the former Willow Run Bomber Plant, 
where Rose Will Monroe and other 
workers built B-24 Liberator bombers 
during World War II. 

The signing ceremony represented 
the culmination of efforts to raise the $8 
million needed to save part of the fac- 
tory for the nearby Yankee Air Mu- 
seum’s new home. 

“The building is truly saved,” said 
Michael Montgomery, a consultant on 
the fundraising effort. 

Hunter, Montgomery and others as- 
sociated with the Save the Willow Run 
Bomber Plant campaign want to con- 
vert the factory and dedicate it to avia- 
tion and all the other Rosies who toiled 
at similar U.S. plants to aid the war ef- 
fort. 

“We’re very proud that we played a 
■ part in preserving” the plant, which 
“contributed so much to our victory in 
World War II,” Hunter said. 



After the signing event, two Rosies 
unveiled the name and logo of the 
planned facility: National Museum of 
Aviation and Technology at Historic 
Willow Run.

This past weekend, my 
daughter brought home one 
of her sorority “little sis- 
ters.” This young lady is in 
her senior year of college. 
Her major is business, but, 
unfortunately, she still has 
no idea what she hopes to do with her 
degree. She has contemplated a few 
things, but at this point, she has no spe- 
cific goals or direction. She’s hoping the 
career counselor at college will help her. 

This seemed so odd to me that I had 
to probe further. I asked her if she con- 
sidered internships. No, she didn’t par- 
ticipate in any. I asked her about her 
jobs in high school and throughout col- 
lege. She had none. I couldn’t believe it! 

My daughter’s first reaction was that 
she was “really lucky” not to have to 
work throughout high school and col- 
lege, but it is actually sad. She missed 



out on so many learning opportunities. I 
wondered how she will adjust to the 
world of work. 

Both high school and college students 
gain so much from having a part-time 
and/or summer job that I thought I 
would itemize some of the gains they 
get from employment: 

» Financial literacy: When students 
begin to earn their very own money, the 
real-life lessons begin. As they earn 
money and subsequently spend it, their 
parents have the opportunity to teach 
responsible money management. Con- 
tributing to car expenses, creating a 
budget and learning just how much 
things like food and gas cost are all 
lessons that are possible with a student’s 
paycheck. 

» Build work experience and a net- 
work: A college degree is even more 
valuable when it is paired with a resume 
full of experience. Students who are 
able to work during their high school 
and college years are able to itemize 
this experience and build valuable en- 


tries on their resume. This experience 
also demonstrates that they are able to 
successfully balance work and educa- 
tion at the same time. Additionally, it 
gives them more to talk about during a 
job interview. Working students are 
able to build connections that eventually 
may be their employment references 
and also help them land future career 
opportunities. 

» Working during the school year 
teaches balance: It is true that holding 
down a job can interfere with academ- 
ics, but many studies have shown that 
students who work 10 to 15 hours a week 
during the school year earn higher 
grades than students who don’t work at 
all. Balancing schoolwork with a part- 
time job teaches students time manage- 
ment and how to balance multiple com- 
mitments as adults. 

» Successful employment build 
confidence and leadership skills: Em- 
ployment builds self-esteem. Students 
learn their own capabilities and become 
self-confident. Additionally, they devel- 


op a sense of responsibility and begin to 
understand and practice a strong work 
ethic. 

» Employment can be used as a 
career assessment tool: Students who 
aren’t sure what they want to do with 
their life can try out a part-time job to 
see if they would like to learn more. I 
know a few elementary teachers who 
had part-time jobs in day care centers. 
Their love for that work led them to a 
career in education. 

So even though parents may think 
they are giving their children a gift 
when they don’t expect them to work 
during high school or college years, 
they actually are denying them some 
valuable learning opportunities. 

I remember my first job. I was 15 
years old and hired as a “water girl” at 
Trainer’s Restaurant in Quakertown, 
Pennsylvania.

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General principles

Opening leads involve an amount 
of guesswork. You won’t find the 
killing lead, if one exists, every time. 
But if you use your imagination and 
apply general principjes, your leads 
can be consistently effective. 

In today’s deal, South played at 
five hearts doubled, sacrificing 
against East-West’s spade game. 
West’s decision to take a profit 
against the sacrifice instead of 
bidding on was above reproach. 


SPADE RUFFS 

Alas, East-West’s profit was 
inadequate. West led the ace of 
spades. When he saw dummy, he 
shifted to a trump, but South won, 
ruffed a spade, came to the ace of 
diamonds and ruffed his last spade. 
He took nine tricks, minus 500, when 
East- West could have been plus 650 
at spades. 

West must apply a lead principle: 
When your opponents have clearly 
sacrificed — when you have more of 
the high-card strength but they have a 
distributional fit — lead a trump to 
minimize the effect of their fit. 

If West leads a trump. South takes 
only eight tricks: minus 800. 

DAILY QUESTION 

You hold: A A Q J 5 3 <2932 
0 K 7 * A 9 4. Your partner opens 
one diamond, you bid one spade, and 
he raises to three spades. The 


opponents pass. What do you say? 

ANSWER: Your partner’s hand is 
worth about 17 points in support of 
spades with four-card support. Since 
you have good trumps, a side ace and 
the king of his long suit, you may 
have a grand slam. He may hold 
K 9 8 2, A 4, A Q 10 6 5, K 2. Start 
with a cue bid of four clubs to show 
your ace.

STRIPER TIME 


Bass anglers in the fall are like kids 
waiting for Christmas. The anticipa- 
tion is almost too much to bear. 

This year is no different, maybe a lit- 
tle more excruciating by the scarcity of 
fish as the season grows older. It ap- 
pears the mullet have come and gone so 
the bass won’t be feeding on them and 
until this week, the surf anglers had 
found only a smattering of fish. 

However, there is still plenty of bait 
in the water, including rainfish, peanut 
and adult bunker and the boat fisher- 
men seem to be finally finding some ac- 
tion. Several reports of big bass caught 
trolling and on bunker have been re- 
ceived. 

A couple of them came from Capt. 
Rob Semkewyc of the Sea Hunter out of 
Atlantic Highlands. 

Like everybody else, his early for- 
ays in search of stripers proved disap- 
pointing. The Sea Hunter made its first 
bass trip of the season on Oct 10 and 
three keepers came aboard. Then 
things went quiet and Capt. Rob stayed 
at the dock for a few days until condi- 
tions looked more favorable.

In the interim, Capt., Ron Santee of 
the Fishermen reported catching strip- 
ers on the night trips, but the day trips 
weren’t producing fish. 

It wasn’t until last Saturday that the 
fishing started to break loose. The Sea 
Hunter came upon a pod of bunker and 
managed to pull some nice bass from it, 
snagging and dropping. When that 
played out, they switched to eels and 
fished between the channels and land- 
ed some more. 


Sunday’s big wind didn’t keep the 
boat at the dock but didn’t help the fish- 
ing either. The Sea Hunter covered 
some miles but only put one keeper in 
the box. 

The boat ventured out again on Mon- 
day and was rewarded with a bunker 
pod all of its own that held some nice 
big stripers. Alone on the bait, the Sea

Spear fisher sets New 
Jersey record with fluke

In one shot, Robert A. 
Davis speared both the 
New Jersey state record 
summer flounder and the 
International Underwa- 
ter Spearfishing Associa- 
tion’s world record. 

Davis, of the Bamber 
Lakes section of Lacey, 
harvested the fluke div- 
ing Bamegat Inlet in 
proximity to the Barne- 
gat Lighthouse, accord- 
ing to the state Division 
of Fish and Wildlife. He 
was in about 20 feet of wa- 
ter. 

The fluke weighed 15 


pounds, 5 ounces, which 
exceeded the set mini- 
mum weight of 12 pounds 
in the newly created 
spearfishing categories 
in the state. Davis caught 
the fish on Aug. 4, five 
days after the state Divi- 
sion of Fish and Wildlife 
announced the categories 
would become part of the 
state Record Fish Pro- 
gram. 

State officials said Da- 
vis’ fluke was the first 
certified entry into the 
spearfishing category. 

The International Un- 
derwater Spearfishing 
Association, IUSA was 
founded in 1950 to pro- 


mote spearfishing and to 
assist in scientific and 
spearfishing competitive 
efforts. As part of this 
task, the IUSA became 
the certifying body and 
custodian of the spear- 
fishing world records. 

Luke Dylan Hickey is 
another New Jersey 
spearfishermen who 
holds a world record rec- 
ognized by the IUSA. 
Hickey got into the rec- 
ord books with a 23-pound 
blackfish he speared off 
Cape May in June of 2007.

Vampires of the sea 


STAFF REPORT 

Halloween is the perfect 
time to take a look at sea lam- 
prey. 

They are a creepy eel-like 
type of primitive fish which 
sustain themselves by suck- 
ing the life out of other fish, 
hence the name, the vampire 
of the sea. The lamprey 
spends part of its life in ma- 
rine waters and part in fresh- 
water. It is native to the At- 
lantic Ocean, and it can be 
found near the coasts of 
North America and Europe. 

The body is slimy without 
scales and brown to black on 
the back and light yellow to 
light brown on the belly. They 
are a jawless fish with large, 
reddish eyes and single nos- 
tril on the top of their head. 

Just like other fish, sea 
lamprey breathes using gills. 
It has seven gill openings that 
are located behind the eyes. 

Sea lampreys are easily 
recognized by the large 


mouth, filled with circular 
rows of teeth. They feed by 
sucking blood and bodily flu- 
ids of other fish, and will at- 
tach its mouth to the prey like 
a vacuum cleaner. The sharp 
teeth and rasping tongue eas- 
ily damages the prey's skin 
and induces blood flow. 

Larger fish might survive 
the attack of a lamprey, but 
smaller ones usually die due 
to serious wounds or subse- 
quent infections. Besides 
fish, lamprey feed on small 
invertebrates. 

The lamprey also uses its 
mouth to attach itself to 
stones to rest during its mi- 
gration from saltwater to 
freshwater. 

Lamprey spend around 10 
years in fresh water and then 
migrates to the sea to mature. 
Its stay there usually lasts for 
two years. After that it re- 
turns to freshwater to spawn. 
Lamprey will lay as many as 
100,000 eggs in stony nests 
and then die immediately af- 


ter spawning. 

Many of these eggs serve 
as food for other fish in the 
water. 

In the early part of the 
20th century, lamprey man- 
aged to expand its habitat to 
the Great Lakes and Lake 
Champlain by traveling 
through man-made canals 
with a devastating impact. 
They are a parasitic and inva- 
sive species in each new habi- 
tat that attacks and de- 
creases populations of native 
fish and disturbs the natural 
balance of the ecosystem. 

For that reason, chemi- 
cals, electric fences and 
dams have been employed to 
prevent uncontrolled spread- 
ing of lampreys to sensitive 
rivers and lakes. 

Sea lampreys prey on all 
species of large Great Lakes 
fish such as lake trout, 
salmon, whitefish, chubs, 
burbot, walleye, catfish, and 
even sturgeon. Since they did 
not evolve along with native 


species, their aggressive, be- 
havior gave them a big ad- 
vantage over these freshwa- 
ter species 

Their aggressive feeding 
behavior contributed signifi- 
cantly to the collapse of fish 
species that were the eco- 
nomic mainstay of the Great 
Lakes fishery. 

Before sea lampreys en- 
tered the Great Lakes, Cana- 
da and the United States har- 
vested about 15 million 
pounds of lake trout in two of 
the Great Lakes, Huron and 
Superior, annually. By the 
early 1960s, the catch was 
only about 300,000 pounds.

Vampires of the sea 


STAFF REPORT 

Halloween is the perfect 
time to take a look at sea lam- 
prey. 

They are a creepy eel-like 
type of primitive fish which 
sustain themselves by suck- 
ing the life out of other fish, 
hence the name, the vampire 
of the sea. The lamprey 
spends part of its life in ma- 
rine waters and part in fresh- 
water. It is native to the At- 
lantic Ocean, and it can be 
found near the coasts of 
North America and Europe. 

The body is slimy without 
scales and brown to black on 
the back and light yellow to 
light brown on the belly. They 
are a jawless fish with large, 
reddish eyes and single nos- 
tril on the top of their head. 

Just like other fish, sea 
lamprey breathes using gills. 
It has seven gill openings that 
are located behind the eyes. 

Sea lampreys are easily 
recognized by the large 


mouth, filled with circular 
rows of teeth. They feed by 
sucking blood and bodily flu- 
ids of other fish, and will at- 
tach its mouth to the prey like 
a vacuum cleaner. The sharp 
teeth and rasping tongue eas- 
ily damages the prey's skin 
and induces blood flow. 

Larger fish might survive 
the attack of a lamprey, but 
smaller ones usually die due 
to serious wounds or subse- 
quent infections. Besides 
fish, lamprey feed on small 
invertebrates. 

The lamprey also uses its 
mouth to attach itself to 
stones to rest during its mi- 
gration from saltwater to 
freshwater. 

Lamprey spend around 10 
years in fresh water and then 
migrates to the sea to mature. 
Its stay there usually lasts for 
two years. After that it re- 
turns to freshwater to spawn. 
Lamprey will lay as many as 
100,000 eggs in stony nests 
and then die immediately af- 


ter spawning. 

Many of these eggs serve 
as food for other fish in the 
water. 

In the early part of the 
20th century, lamprey man- 
aged to expand its habitat to 
the Great Lakes and Lake 
Champlain by traveling 
through man-made canals 
with a devastating impact. 
They are a parasitic and inva- 
sive species in each new habi- 
tat that attacks and de- 
creases populations of native 
fish and disturbs the natural 
balance of the ecosystem. 

For that reason, chemi- 
cals, electric fences and 
dams have been employed to 
prevent uncontrolled spread- 
ing of lampreys to sensitive 
rivers and lakes. 

Sea lampreys prey on all 
species of large Great Lakes 
fish such as lake trout, 
salmon, whitefish, chubs, 
burbot, walleye, catfish, and 
even sturgeon. Since they did 
not evolve along with native 


species, their aggressive, be- 
havior gave them a big ad- 
vantage over these freshwa- 
ter species 

Their aggressive feeding 
behavior contributed signifi- 
cantly to the collapse of fish 
species that were the eco- 
nomic mainstay of the Great 
Lakes fishery. 

Before sea lampreys en- 
tered the Great Lakes, Cana- 
da and the United States har- 
vested about 15 million 
pounds of lake trout in two of 
the Great Lakes, Huron and 
Superior, annually. By the 
early 1960s, the catch was 
only about 300,000 pounds. 

Despite their slimy ap- 
pearance and ghoulish repu- 
tation, Sea lampreys can be 
fished and are considered a 
delicacy in some European 
countries.

Dead On Live stirs 
senses in Asbury Park

This Halloween, the Dead return (in 
spirit, anyway) to Asbury Park. 

Local guitarist and bandleader Marc 
Muller brings his Grateful Dead tribute 
act, Dead on Live, to the historic Para- 
mount Theatre in Asbury Park for an 
All Hallow’s Eve salute to the band’s 
storied October 1974 run of shows at 
San Francisco’s Winterland Ballroom, 
as featured in “The Grateful Dead 
Movie” (1977) and the live album “Steal 
Your Face” (1976). 

“With the ’73, ’74 era they started 
getting a little more adventurous mu- 
sically, like almost jazz,” Muller said of 
the Dead’s musical evolution up to that 
point. “You could hear how Jerry (Gar- 
cia) practiced guitar like a student of 
guitar and found new scales and new 
modes and started incorporating modes 
into his soloing and the music with time 
changes, and it was just a little more 
jazzy and experimental songwriting.” 

Muller, who has worked with artists 
such as Shania Twain and Bruce 
Springsteen over the years, will be 
joined by a roster of musicians includ- 
ing Asbury Park-based harmonica play- 
er Sandy Mack, guitarist Tom Circosta 
of the Zen Tricksters, keyboard player 
John Pittas and bassist Paul Avrutin. 

The night will also feature a pair of 
drummers, Joe Chirco and John Mor- 
gan Kimock, son of RatDog guitarist 
Steve Kimock. The band will even in- 
clude Muller’s daughter, Erica, contrib- 
uting vocals in the style of the Dead’s 
Donna Jean Godchaux. 

The other major player on Hallow- 
een is the sound system itself. Con- 
structed by the folks at Farmingdale- 
based Asbury Audio, the show will 
boast a re-creation of the Grateful 
Dead’s legendary Wall of Sound set-up 
from 1974, complete with towering 
speaker stacks, scaffolding, lighting 
and a custom-crafted audio design. 

“Basically, we’re re-creating some- 
thing that hasn’t been done since 1974, 
which is the Grateful Dead’s Wall of 
Sound where each instrument, each 
vocal, each source has its own PA sys- 
tem,” explained Asbury Audio owner

and president Jason Dermer. “We’re 
not doing this for volume, we’re not 
doing this to blow the roof off the build- 
ing, we’re doing this to re-create the 
clarity and the type of sound that the 
Dead were trying to create when they 
basically re-invented what audio is. I 
mean, for all intents and purposes, the 
Grateful Dead reinvented what modern 
audio is and where it went today, and 
I’m trying to pay homage to that.” 

Dermer, a lifelong Deadhead who’s 
worked with members of the band over 
the years, described the chance to re- 
create the Wall of Sound as both an 
honor and a privilege. 

“It’s something that the Dead had to 
stop doing, part of the reason they took 
their hiatus in 1974 was their work had 


become so involved, so huge that it 
couldn’t sustain itself anymore,” Derm- 
er said. “But, at the same time, they 
created the greatest PA system in exis- 
tence.” 

Starting with its 2010 salute to the 
game-changing 1970 LPs “Working- 
man’s Dead” and “American Beauty,” 
Dead On Live initially aimed to meticu- 
lously re-create the band’s commercial 
releases. Over the years, Muller and his 
crew of players have grown more com- 
fortable in taking off in Dead-inspired 
flights of improvisation. 

“At this point, after learning note- 
for-note so many songs, I mean there 
are almost 100, we’re sort of pretty 
qualified, I’d say, to do a show in im- 
prov based on what they’ve learned of 


their specific part (in the show),” Mull- 
er said. “We’re well-studied into each of 
the people we’re trying to emulate, all 
too well studied.”

Yellowcard ‘Lift a Sail’ 
on new album, tour

There are certain bands 
that are off the charts prolif- 
ic, such as Guided By 
Voices, Thee Oh Sees and 
Yellowcard. The latter is 
back with “Lift A Sail,’” its 
fourth album in four years. 

That’s quite a feat since 
Yellowcard, which formed 
in Jacksonville in 1997, lost 
its original drummer Longi- 
neau Parsons last winter. 
That didn’t stop the fiery 
pop-punk band from fin- 
ishing off “Lift a Sail.” 

Yellowcard, which will 
perform tonight at the Star- 
land Ballroom in Sayreville, 
asked Anberlin drummer 
Nate Young to join the band 
in the studio. 

“It’s always difficult to 
lose a lifelong member of a 
band,” violinist Sean Mackin 
said while calling from New 
Orleans. “But we had to 
move along. We love to put 
new material out and we 
have plenty of it. Nate just 
came out of the studio mak- 
ing the final Anberlin album 
and we asked him to work on 
our album and it all worked 
out great. He added a new 
dimension and that was good 
because we were trying to 
go to new places.” 

The timing was perfect 
for Young’s arrival in the 
studio since Yellowcard 
tried a number of different 
chord progressions, sonic 
structures and melodic 
ideas with “Lift a Sail.” 

“We wanted to try some- 
thing a little left of center 
and we veered from the 
typical verse, chorus, verse, 
bridge approach that we’ve 
done for so long, like so 
many bands do,” Mackin 
said. “We put a couple of

ballads on this album and 
approached things kind of 
differently. I think we need 
to do these sort of things to 
push our creativity.” 

But there are still ele- 
ments that are pure Yellow- 
card, such as big hook-laden 
anthems and urgent, literate 
lyrics. 

“We wanted to move for- 
ward but at the same time 
we didn’t want to alienate 
our fan base,” Mackin said. 
“It was a balancing act. But 
with (vocalist) Ryan (Key) 
singing, we still sound like 
Yellowcard. He’s a distinc- 
tive singer, who is such a 
poet.” 

And then there is the 
sound produced by Mackin’s 
violin. “All of that comes 
from way back from our 
high school days,” Mackin 
said. “That’s when the seeds 
were planted and it’s all still 
working.” 

Mackin would like to get 
back into the studio to rec- 
ord the band’s fifth album in 
five years next year but he 
isn’t sure when the band will 
have time. “We are so 
booked,” Mackin said. 

“We’re absolutely booked 
through at least the summer 
of 2015. We’re going to 
Southeast Asia and Australia 
but I’m not complaining. We 
get to make a living as mu- 
sicians. It’s the greatest 
thing.”

Iconic acts look back on new releases

Icons from the worlds of folk rock, 
psychedlia and underground sound are 
looking back on a trio of new releases 
out this week. How did it all work out? 
Read on to find out. 

» Contrary to its title, “Tell ‘Em I’m 
Gone” marks the return of Yusuf, the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame-inducted 
singer/songwriter formerly known as 
Cat Stevens. 

Simply put, it’s great to have Yusuf 
back. After songs such as “Wild World” 
and “Peace Train” made him one of the 
biggest artists of the ‘60s and 70s, he 
embraced Islam in the mid-70s and 
retreated from the world of pop music 
until the 21st Century. He’s released a 
few solid albums in recent years, 2006’s 
“An Other Cup” and 2009’s “Roads- 
inger,” but “Tell ‘Em I’m Gone” feels 
more substantial, like a landmark LP 40 
years in the making. 

Digging deep into Yusuf’s early love 
of the blues and R&B, the album com- 
bines covers, like Luther Dixon and A1 
Smith’s “Big Boss Man” and Edgar 
Winter’s “Dying to Live” with intro- 
spective, autobiographical originals. 
The two schools of songs hold each 
other up, with the classics sounding 
contemporary and the new songs pos- 
sessing an immediately timeless feel. 

Yusuf’s shining voice remains un- 
dimmed by time, and he discusses his 
own life with clarity and poignancy on 
tunes such as “I Was Raised in Baby- 
lon” and “Editing Floor.” He’s assisted 
here by super-producer Rick Rubin, 
who co-produced with Yusuf, and wel- 
comes guests including iconic guitarist 
Richard Thompson, harmonica player 
Charlie Musselwhite and singer/song- 
writer Bonnie “Prince” Billy. 

“Tell ‘Em I’m Gone,” the new album 
by Yusuf, now available from Legacy 
Recordings. Yusuf will perform 8 p.m. 
Thursday, Dec. 4, at the Tower Theater, 
69th and Ludlow, Upper Darby, Penn- 
sylvania. Tickets are $59.50 to $175. For 
tickets and more information, visit 
www.yusufislam.com. 

» The Merry Pranksters of modem 
music, Oklahoma-based freak rock 
outfit the Flaming Lips return this 
month with the latest in their series of 


full-album cover releases. 

After delivering their own takes on 
Pink Floyd’s “Dark Side of the Moon” 
and King Crimson’s “In the Court of the 
Crimson King,” the band is dropping 
“With a Little Help From My Fwends,” 
their salute to the Beatles’ immortal 
1967 LP “Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club Band.” 

The album, which was released on 
Oct. 28 through Warner Bros. Records, 
strikes just the right balance between 
irreverent riff and affectionate hom- 
age. A murderer's row of alt-rock he- 
roes — including My Morning Jacket, 
Dinosaur Jr.’s J. Mascis, Tegan and 
Sara and Grace Potter — make the 
album feel like the standard end-of-the- 
night sloppy covers jam at the end of 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame in- 
duction ceremony, but on acid. 

But, in the midst of all of the psyche- 
delic bombast, there are some moments 
of tender beauty. Lips side project Elec- 
tric Wurms find the gentle beating 
heart at the center of “Fixing a Hole,” 
and Miley Cyrus of all people proves 
herself to be a capable foil to the band 
in her contributions to “Lucy in the Sky 
with Diamonds” and “A Day in the 
Life.”

In “Hamlet,” Shake- 
speare describes a com- 
pany of actors who are 
reportedly adept at every 
style: “tragedy, comedy, 
history, pastoral, pastoral- 
comical, historical-pasto- 
ral,” and so on. 

Shakespeare intended 
that line to get a laugh by 
making fun of the differ- 
ent ways drama can be 
classified and the idea 
that the same group can 
be (supposedly) expert at 
all of them. 

But Carolyn Clark, 
artistic director of New 
Jersey Ballet, is not jok- 
ing when she decided to 
call the opening program 
of the company’s 2014- 
2015 season “From Ro- 
mance to Tragedy.”

from “La Fille Mai Gran- 
dee,” a work that debuted 
only a few weeks before 
the French Revolution in 
1787. 

The comic work of 
choreographer Marius 
Petipa is showcased in 
pieces from “Harlequin- 
ade” and “Satinella.” 

The program also 
includes dramatic pieces, 
including a selection from 
a 1980 version of “Mac- 
beth” choreographed for 
the Bolshoi Ballet by 
Vladimir Vasiliev. 

The evening concludes 
with the “Walpurgis- 
nacht” section of “Faust.”

Clark says that the 
challenge of this program 
was deciding on which 


pieces would best show- 
case the respective 
strengths of their danc- 
ers.

“We see this program 
as a way for the audience 
to get to know the compa- 
ny,” says McRae. 

One goal of “From 
Romance to Tragedy” is 
to help grow an audience 
at a time when the arts 
are considered a low 
priority, Clark says. Many 
arts companies have had 
to face financial cutbacks 
and shrinking audiences. 
“It’s been challenging,” 
she says. 

However, Clark and 
McRae stress that New 
Jersey Ballet has con- 
tinued not only to survive 
but to thrive. For ex- 
ample, they point out that 
they have been able to 
add performances to their 
annual production of “The 
Nutcracker.” 

A program such as

dance is a highfalutin art 
form meant only for the 
elite. 

“Ballet is wonderful,” 
says Clark.

Silent classic 
and orchestral 
music join forces 
in Morristown

Greta Garbo and Lud- 
wig van Beethoven 
might seem strange bed- 
fellows, but not for the 
New Jersey Festival 
Orchestra. 

The ensemble will 
present its annual Hal- 
loween concert on Sun- 
day, Nov. 2 at the Morris 
Museum’s Bickford 
Theatre, screening the 
silent film “Flesh and the 
Devil” with orchestral 
accompaniment and 
performing Beethoven’s 
Seventh Symphony. 

The same concert can 
be seen and heard Sat- 
urday, Nov. 1, at 7 p.m. at 
the Presbyterian Church 
in Westfield. 

Both Garbo and Bee- 
thoven are iconic in their 
respective disciplines. 
Garbo was a brilliant 
actress who abruptly 
ended her film career 
and disappeared into 
reclusive retirement. 

And Beethoven literally 
changed the face of mu- 
sic. 

David Wroe, music 
director of the New Jer- 
sey Festival Orchestra, 
was searching for a 
spooky silent movie for 
this weekend’s concert 
when he came across one 
from 1926 with the prom- 
ising title of “Flesh and 
the Devil.” 

It was not in fact a 
scary movie, but it had a 
splendid score composed 
by Carl Davis and Gar- 
bo’s performance is so 
radiant that Wroe 
couldn’t resist.

il” was ahead of its time 
in the use of lighting and 
in its dramatic pacing. 

“I’m discovering these 
wonderful movies that 
are revelatory to me,” 
Wroe said. “And it’s such 
a joy to search for more 
of these masterpieces to 
bring to the public eye in 
a unique format.” 

But the movies can’t 
just be good. Some com- 
poser somewhere has to 
have written a score to 
accompany the film. And 
for Wroe it can’t be just 
any score; it has to be a 
good one. 

Davis, who wrote a 
score for “Flesh and the 
Devil,” is a distinguished 
composer. His music 
accompanied a screening 
of “The Iron Mask” a 
couple of years ago by 
the New Jersey Festival 
Orchestra. 

His music can be 
heard in the movie ‘The 
French Lieutenant’s 
Woman” and the version 
of “Pride and Prejudice” 
that starred Colin Firth. 

“The musical score 
that is written to (‘Flesh 
and the Devil’) is like 
Wagner on steroids,” 
Wroe said. “It is so lush, 
it is so beautiful and it is 
so powerful. The music 
is as epic as the movie 
itself. And so it’s going to 
be a spectacle both for 
the eyes and the ears.” 

Wroe has become an 
old hand at making sure 
the music is always in 
sync with what’s happen- 
ing on screen. But it still 
calls for intense concen- 


tration on his part. 

‘The timing is 100 
percent coordinated by 
myself, by me control- 
ling the tempo with my 
arms and synchronizing 
that tempo with the 
movie using my eyes,” 
Wroe said. 

Can Beethoven com- 
pete against Garbo, a 
scintillating score and 
cinematic magic? Of 
course he can. The Sev- 
enth Symphony is one of 
Beethoven’s most vibrant 
scores, filled with puls- 
ing energy from begin- 
ning to end. 

“Whereas all Beetho- 
ven symphonies are an 
intellectual tour de force, 
they always include 
some elements of the 
popular,” Wroe said. “So 
they are to be appreciat- 
ed and found relevant by 
the audiences of today 
and his.audiences.” 

Wroe likened the final 
movement to a romping 
peasant dance, singing it 
over the phone: “Dum- 
dida-liddle-liddle, dum- 
dida-liddle-liddle, dum- 
dida-liddle-liddle, la da 
da.” 

“Of course everyone 
can relate in some way to 
the second movement, 
this funeral movement, 
which has this repetitive 
rhythmic pulse going 
nearly throughout the 
movement, making one 
of the most famous 
movements in the Sev- 
enth Symphony,” Wroe 
said, before singing a 
few bars of that move- 
ment as well. 


sic and marrying the 
music to the movie, I 
found myself falling in 
love with her . . . She is 
uncannily seductive in 
this movie.” 

The film tells the 
story of a classic love 
triangle, two friends both 
in love with the same 
woman. Besides Garbo, 
the movie stars John 
Gilbert, who was roman- 
tically linked with Garbo 
for several years, and 
Lars Hanson. 

“I’m hoping that peo- 
ple come out of this con- 
cert saying, ‘I can’t be- 
lieve it, I can’t believe 
such artistry was cre- 
ated in the 1920s on the 
silver screen,’ ” Wroe 
said.

Let 'em 
entertain you 

It’s supposed to be one 
of the most hidebound 
rules of show business — 
never follow an animal 
act — but when the veter- 
an pet-magazine pub- 
lisher, editor and author 
(of “The Original Dog 
Bible,” “The Original Cat 
Fancy Cat Bible” and 
many other titles) An- 
drew DePrisco pondered 
the next chapter of his 
career, he followed his 
muse to a sideline that 
he’d been passionately 
pursuing for some time: 
directing a popular series 
of community musical 
theater productions at 
Ocean Township’s Axel- 
rod Performing Arts 
Center. 

The Interlaken resi- 
dent — who, as co-foun- 
der and president of the 
nonprofit Cabaret for 
Life, has overseen such 
entertaining fun-raisers 
as “Housewives of Mon- 
mouth County” at Tim 
McLoone’s Supper Club 
and other venues — re- 
turned to the APAC earli- 
er this year, when the 
auditorium re-opened its 
doors after a hiatus keyed 
to the shuttering of its 
host venue, the JCC of 
Monmouth. Reteaming 
with music director Dr. 
Jeff Unger and an un- 
official stock company of 
contributing creatives, 
DePrisco quickly re- 
gained the lost momen- 
tum with a set of well- 
received productions that 
included “Into the Woods” 
and this past summer’s 


“Evita.” Beginning Fri- 
day, Nov. 14 and continu- 
ing for two weekends 
through Nov. 23, the 
troupe takes on a show 
that’s been hailed as one 
of the greatest of all gold- 
en-age musicals — “Gyp- 
sy.” 

“Suggested by” the 
memoirs of the legendary 
Burlesque striptease 
artist Gypsy Rose Lee, 
the 1959 show might have 
seemed like risque stuff 
for middlebrow Broad- 
way audiences — but the 
contributions of book 
author Arthur Laurents 
and up-and-coming young 
lyricist Stephen Sond- 
heim (reconvening after 
“West Side Story”), cou- 
pled with a memorable 
score by Jule Styne, made 
this a respectable hit; a 
generator of standards 
that include “Every- 
thing’s Coming Up Ros- 
es,” “Together Wherever 
We Go,” and the sultry 
bump ‘n grind “Let Me 
Entertain You.” 

Then there’s the rich 
and vivid character of 
Mama Rose, the template 
for all stage moms every- 
where, and a role cement- 
ed into the pantheon by 
the inimitable Ethel Mer- 
man. Stepping into the 
part that’s been tackled 
over the years by Angela 
Lansbury, Tyne Daly, 
Bernadette Peters and 
Bette Midler is Julie 
Waldman-Stiel (“Sunset 
Boulevard” at Edison’s 
Plays in the Park), a di- 
minutive dynamo de- 
scribed by the director as 
possessing “spellbinding 
power as an actress and a 
singer. . .you know you’re 
suddenly in the presence 
of show-business great- 


ness. 

Co-starring as the 
daughters of Mama Rose 
are Claudia Tawil (Ocean) 
and Jessica Dirk (Manala- 
pan) as Baby June and 
Dainty June, with Hannah 
Cohen (Little Silver) and 
Alexa Rose Burger (Old 
Bridge) as Baby Louise 
and Louise, a.k.a. Gypsy 
Rose Lee. Joseph Caruso 
of Red Bank (star of 
Phoenix Productions’ 

“The Music Man”) plays

‘Life’ goes on 

Louie Anderson on the comedy of aging

There are pros and 
cons to aging, according 
to Louie Anderson. The 
veteran comic is less 
than crazy about aches 
and pains, which are 
part of life for those of 
advancing years. 

He rode that train in 
the 2012 stand-up special 
“Big Baby Boomer.” 
Anderson, 61, who is one 
of the smoothest and 
most subtle stand-ups on 
the circuit, certainly 
writes what he knows. 

“The great thing 
about getting older for 
me is that I can joke 
about it,” Anderson said. 
“Things change for you 
when you get older. 
There’s no doubt about 
that. It’s not easy open- 
ing up bottles with the 
children’s protection 
caps. It’s just harder but 
it’s funny for me and I 
think it is for those in the 
audience, no matter how 
old they are.” 

Anderson makes fun 
of himself and offers 
observations about life 
in general. He still 
cracks wise about his 
family, which is what 
helped put him on the 
comedy map during the 
1980s. “I’ve always en- 
joyed talking about my 
family,” Anderson said. 
“Everyone has a family, 
so everyone can relate.” 

During his heyday, 
Anderson was at his best 
when dropping anec- 
dotes about his late par- 
ents. “I can’t tell you 
much I miss my par- 
ents,” Anderson said. 
“Like anybody else, we 
had our differences but I 
loved them dearly. They

did their best with me 
and my memories of 
them are wonderful. 

That will never change.” 

Anderson, an affable, 
inoffensive comic, who 
will perform Saturday at 
the Golden Nugget in 
Atlantic City, won’t 
change either. 

“I am who I am,” 
Anderson said. “My fans 
expect me to be me. It’s 
a little late to teach this 
old dog new tricks. But I 
don’t want to change. I’m 
happy being who I am 
and I’m happy perform- 
ing.” 

The Minneapolis na- 


tive has been a stand-up 
for more than 30 years 
and he has enjoyed some 
television success. He 
created and produced an 
animated Saturday 
morning show for Fox, 
“Life With Louie,” which 
ran for three seasons 
and there was the short- 
lived “Louie Show,” 
which ran briefly in 1996 
on CBS. 

Anderson also hosted 
“Family Feud” from 1999 
to 2002. 

“I’ve been fortunate,” 
Anderson said. “I’ve had 
a good run on television. 
Who would have ever 
thought that it would 
work out this way when I 
started in a club in 1978? 
I’ll never forget moving 
out west and seeing Rob- 
in Williams and Eddie 
Murphy out there. Ev- 
erybody was working on 
getting to that next level 
and so many of us 
worked so hard on it and 
have had these amazing 
careers.”

Divine concept, 
wicked execution 


‘The Wicked and the Divine’ is 
shimmering and surprisingly deep

Call it Zeitgeist, or the unpredict- 
able nature of trends, but big genre 
themes and high concepts seem to hit 
the comic shelves in clusters of similar 
titles. The last few years saw a big 
surge in dystopian “world building” 
series, and there are a handful of com- 
ics playing with the idea of ancient 
gods returning to Earth and more than 
a few taking an fierce socio-psycholog- 
ical view on pop culture, while still 
managing to revel in its influence. 

Still, there’s only one book that I know 
of that’s doing both, Gillen McKelvie 
and Wilson Cowles’ Image Comics 
series “The Wicked and The Divine.” 

The concept is straight-forward, 
gods-among-us type stuff, a rotating 
pantheon of 12 ancient gods returning 
every 90 years. It’s the execution that 
imbeds the story in a pop culture 
framework to look inward upon itself. 
When the gods return, they do so in, or 
maybe through, the form of a living 
adolescent, and the incarnation of the 
divine pattern McKelvie and Cowles 
center their story around is unfolding 
in the present day. 

The instancy of digital culture, the 
fervor and fickleness of mass-media 
pop culture, and the ever-increasing 
importance placed on adolescents by a 
culture of advertising and consumer- 
ism all affect the timeless paradigm of 
gods and mortals in new and wildly 
unexpected ways. It’s a big part of 
what makes “The Wicked and The 
Divine” such a fresh read. 

In subtler ways, the dual lenses of 
pop culture and adolescence magnify 
themes of religion, myth, and even 
story, and scrutinize with as much 
precision our desire for traditions and 
beliefs, as the inverse does our obses- 
sion with newness and celebrity. 

The creators certainly don’t try to 
put themselves above any of it. McKel- 
vie was one of the writers I had the 
good fortune to see speak with at New 
York Comic-Con last month, and he 
spoke at length about the importance 
of fashion in developing the visual 
style of the series, and his collabora-

tion with Cowles. It’s a subject I know 
little about, but McKelvie’s clear pas- 
sion for it was just one of many re- 
minders that the creators are as in- 
vested in the topics they’re scrutiniz- 
ing as the rest of us are. 

Beyond all that, whether it’s Lucifer 
running her mouth to TV camera or 
Morrigan and Baphomet showboating 
at an underground rave, the series is 
just plain fun. The concept, conven- 
tional as it is, works, and it works ex- 
ceptionally well in the setting McKel- 
vie and Cowles have built for it. There 
may be a lot to unpack, if you’re a theo- 
logian or an anthropologist, but if 
you’re just along for the ride, “The 
Wicked and The Divine” is a bombas- 
tic, high-energy tear through mytholo- 
gy and contemporary culture.

Miriam (NJ Rep reg- 
ular Dana Benningfield), 
the “middle” and osten- 
sibly practical one of the 
bunch, is a woman who’s 
been dealt a pretty lousy 
hand — having suffered 
the loss of a child, the 
breakup of her marriage, 
chronic underemploy- 
ment, and some unspec- 
ified health issues that 
really ought to be ad- 
dressed — yet takes it 
upon herself to maintain 
something of a home for 
her older sister Arietta 
(Maureen Silliman) and 
younger brother Jimmy 
Ray (David Van Pelt). 

Apparently unable to 
stake her own place in 
this world — and occa- 
sionally given over to 
psychic interludes dur- 
ing which she hears “an- 
gel” voices — Arietta 
spends her days crafting 
angel figurines from 
found objects, even while 
keeping old demon se- 
crets at arm’s length. 
Dozens of her glue-gun 
angel creations adorn the 
set by Jessica Parks, a 
strange amalgam of De- 
pression-era kitchen

appliances, a 1970s radio 
and a hypercurrent box 
of Honey Nut Cheerios. 

By contrast, Jimmy 
Ray, the baby of the 
brood, is a good-hearted , 
happy-go-lucky sort with 
no food in his back-house 
apartment, no gas in his 
truck, and no job outside 
the upkeep of the farm — 
although he’s yet to do 
anything about that cow 
who bleats continuously 
for her missing calf. 

Miriam’s ex-husband 
Frank (James Earley) 
appears ghostlike from 
the past; urging her to 


consider selling the farm 
and making it clear that 
he, at least, has moved on 
to some semblance of a 
successful new life. 

That mooing heifer 
aside, “Angels and Minis- 
ters” exhibits a heavy- 
handed tendency toward 
theatrical allusions that 
sometimes threatens to 
stifle this otherwise 
strong debut in its cradle. 

Shakespearean refer- 
ences abound, beginning 
with the play’s title — 
and the basic setting, 
situation and relation- 
ships call up trace ele- 
ments of everything 
from Chekhov and Ten- 
nessee Williams, to the 
kitchen-table confessions 
and icebox lemonade of 
countless steel-magnolia 
“Southern” dramas. 

Playwright Smith, in 
her maiden- voyage full- 
length effort, is a word- 
smith to watch; one who’s 
good enough not to have 


to lean on Bard quotes 
and other such devices. 

“Angels” is a serious 
play with central issues 
that transcend a fainting- 
couch attack of the “va- 
pors,” and even if some 
of the characters and plot 
points appear underde- 
veloped, there’s an in- 
triguing hand at work — 
one that’s not afraid to 
take this script into some 
unexpected places. 

Director Marc Geller, 
who helmed the stylish 
“Noir” among other NJ 
Rep projects, keeps this 
one on pace, when it 
could easily have bogged 
own into a meandering 
mood piece. There’s a 
sense throughout that it’s 
all moving toward some- 
thing — and the payoff is 
a climactic, cathartic 
second-act scene be- 
tween Benningfield and 
Silliman that’s well acted, 
and worth the wait.

Kemble hits 
Durante 
impersonation 
on the nose

Grover Kemble wants 
to get into the act. 

The “act,” in this case, 
is impersonating a man 
that he considers one of 
the great all-around en- 
tertainers of the 20th 
century: Jimmy Durante, 
the bulbous-nosed per- 
former known as “The 
Great Schnozzola.” 

“He was one-of-a- 
kind,” says Kemble of 
Durante, who died in 
1980 at age 86. “He came 
up in speakeasies and 
vaudeville, and then he 
went on to Broadway and 
Hollywood. He did radio 
and TV. He did every- 
thing.” 

Kemble channels the 
entertainer on stage in 
“A Tribute to Durante.” 
He will perform the one- 
man show this Friday, 
Oct. 31, at the Minstrel in 
Morristown. 

Backed by pianist 
Regan Ryzuk and bassist 
Tim Metz, Kemble will 
sing some of Durante’s 
best-known songs, such 
as “Inka Dinka Doo” and 
“Young at Heart.” Be- 
tween numbers, he will 
reminisce about Du- 
rante’s life and joke with 
the audience. 

Throughout, Kemble 
mimics Durante’s grav- 
elly voice, his Noo Yawk 
accent, and his distinc- 
tive mangling of the 
English language. He has 
down pat such Durante- 
isms as “Everybody 
wants ta get inta the act!” 

Impersonating a per- 
former who died 34 years 


ago seems removed from 
Kemble’s usual work. 

The Parsippany resident 
has earned a following 
for jazz-influenced sing- 
ing and guitar playing, as 
a solo artist or as a mem- 
ber of the group Za Zu 
Zaz. 

But Kemble has been 
a Durante fan for years. 
He would watch Du- 
rante’s frequent appear- 
ances on TV variety 
shows in the 1960s and 
1970s. “My father would 
imitate him. I would 
imitate him,” he says. 

“Now I’m old enough 
to look like him,” Kemble 
adds with a laugh. 

More seriously, Kem- 
ble feels that Durante 
represents a type of total 
entertainer that he has 
been trying to emulate in 
his own act. 

“I’ve been noticing 
that musicians would 
come out and play their 
songs, and they’re very 
good,” Kemble says. “But 


they don’t interact with 
the audience. They don’t 
try to make it an enjoy- 
able experience for the 
audience.” 

“What I love about 
Durante is that he would 
sing and tell jokes,” Kem- 
ble says admiringly. “He 
was the whole package.” 

Over the years, Kem- 
ble would mimic Durante 
as part of his act. About a 
year ago, he was ap- 
proached by an agent 
about creating a full- 
blown tribute to Durante. 

“Other people were 
doing one-man and one- 
woman shows about en- 
tertainers,” Kemble says, 
referring to the likes of 
Groucho Marx, Ethel 
Merman, and Sophie 
Tbcker. “This agent 
asked if I could do a Du- 
rante show.” 

Kemble agreed and 
began' researching the 
life of Durante. “I read 
everything I could find,” 
he says. “I watched as

many clips as I could on 
YouTUbe.” 

Kemble says he has 
come to have a greater 
appreciation for Du- 
rante’s musical skills. 

“He had great timing,” 
Kemble says. 

“The great thing is 
that he had compassion 
for people,” he adds. “He 
was so energetic. He was 
no active and vibrant, 
even late in life. He made 
people feel alive.” 

Even after “doing” 
Durante for a year, Kem- 
ble feels he is still learn- 
ing. “He had a way of 
doing this ape walk,” 
Kemble says. “I still 
don’t have that down.” 

However, Kemble’s 
impersonation does not 
extend to Durante’s most 
prominent physical char- 
acteristic. “I don’t use a 
false nose,” Kemble says 
with a laugh. “If I ever 
did, it would have to be a 
great fake nose.”
